EVERY CONTENTION 
GAINST DRAFT ACT 
IS SWEPT ASIDE 


Supreme Court Holds Govern- 


ment Can Send Forces Any- 
where to Fight Enemy. 


SUIT. HELD FRIVOLOUS 


Rulings in Conspiracy Cases 
May Be Made Subject of Sep- 
arate Opinion. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Every 
contention raised against the selec- 
tive draft act was swept aside by the 


Supreme Court in a unanimous opin- 
ion delivered yesterday by Chief Jus- 
tice White, upholding the law as 
constitutional. Authority to me 
oO 
fight the enemy wherever he may be 
found, the Court. held, lies in the 
clauses of the Constitution giving 
Congress the power to declare war 
and to raise and support armies. 

“As the mind cannot conceive an 
army without the men to compose 
it,” said the Chief Justice, ‘‘on the 
face of the Constitution the objec- 
tion that it does not give pewer to 
provide for such men would seem 
to be too frivolous for further 
tice.’’ 

The opinion then proceeded to take 
up and definitely dispose of each of 
the many questions raised by coun- 
sel for the convicted persons whose 
appeals brought the law before the 
court. 

Conspiracy Rulings Deferred. 

No action was taken by the Court 
in the several pending cases involv- 
ing charges of conspiracy to prevent 
the carrying out the purposes of the 
law. It is “understood that these 
cases, which include the appeals of 
Alexander Berkman, Emma _  Gold- 
man, Louis Kramer and Morris 
Becker, continued in New York, later 
may be made the subject of a sepa- 
rate opinion. 

Chief Justice White in the opinion 
said: 

“The law, as its title declares, was 
intended to supply temporarily the 
increased military force which was 
required by the existing emergency, 
the war, then and now flagrart.”’ 

(Here the Chief Justice recited the 
provisions of the act and the conten- 


tions of those who attacked its con- |’ 


stitutionality.) 

“The possession of authority to 
enact the statute,” said the Chief 
Justice, ‘‘must be found in the 
clauses of the Constitution giving 
Congress power ‘to declare war; 
* * * to raise and support armies, 
but no appropriation of money to 
that use shall be for a longer term 
than two years; 7 S t0 Wakes 


‘l'rules for the RT and regu- 


lation of the land and naval forces.’ 

“As the mind cannot conceive ap 
army without the men to compose 
it on the face of the Constitution, the 
objection that it does not gtve power 
to provide for such men would seem 
to be too frivolous for further notice. 
It is said, however, that since, under 
the Constitution as originally 
tramed, state citizenship was pri- 
mary and United States citizenship 
but derivative and dependent there- 
on, therefore the power conferred 
upon Congress to raise armies was 
only coterminous with United States 
citizenship and could not he exerted 
©») as to cause that citizenship to lose 
its dependent character and domi- 
nate state citizenship. 

“But the proposition simply denies 
to Congress the power to raise armies 
which the Constitution gives. That 
power, by the very terms of the Con- 
stitution being delegated, is supreme. 
In truth, the contention simply as- 
sails the wisdom of the framers of 
the Constitution in conferring au- 
thority on Congress and in not re- 
taining it as it was under efther con- 
federation in the several states. Fur- 
ther, it is said the right to provide 
is not denied by calling for ‘volunteer 
enlistment, but it docs no. and can- 
not include the power to exact en- 
forced military service by the citi- 
zen. This, however, but challenges 
the existence of all power, for a gov- 
ernmental power which has no sanc- 
tion to it and which therefore can 
only be exercised provided the citi- 
zen consents to its exertion, is in no 
‘substantial sense a power. 

Liberty Not Violated. 

“It is argued, however, that al- 
though this ig abstractly true, it is 
not concretely so, because, as com- 
pelled military service is repugnant 
to a free government, and in 
conflict with all the great guaran- 
tees of the Constitution as to indi- 
vidual liberty, it must be assumed 
that the authority to raise armies 
was intended to be limited to the 
right to call an army into existence, 
counting alone upon the willingness 
of the citizen to do his duty in time 
of public need; that is, in time of 
war. But the premise of this prop- 
osition is so 
that it leaves not even a shadow of 
ground upon which to base the con- 
clusion. 

“It remains only to consider con- 
tentions which, while not disputing 
power, challenge the act because of 
the repugnancy to the Constitution 
supposed to result from some of its 
provisions. 

“First, we are of opinion that the 
contention that the act is void as a 
delegation of Federal nower to state 
officials because of some of its ad- 
ministrative features is too wanting 
in merit to require further notide. 

“Second, we think that the conten- 
tion that the statute is void because 
vesting administrative officers with 
legislative discretion has been so 
completely adversely settled as to 
require reference only to some of the 
ss cases.

Sherman Law Should’ Be 


Amended or Superceded, 
He Declares. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 8.—*‘Co- 
operation and Control” is the title of 
an editorial article by Col. Theodore 


Roosevelt appearing in the Kansas 
City Star today, as follows:

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The assumption of control by the 
Government over the railroads was 
certainly necessary. Exactly how far 
it will go is not evident. At present, 
what has been done is merely to in- 
troduce Government supervision and 
control over railroads which are re- 
quired to combine their operations in 
flat defiance of the Sherman law. 


In other words, the Government has} 


wisely abandoned the effort to en- 
force competition among the rail- 
roads and has introduced the prin- 
ciple of control over corporative or- 
ganizatins. 

Sherman Law Breaks Down, 

The Attorney-General has just an- 
nounced that he will, for the time 
being, abandon the suits under the 
Sherman law to break up the Har- 
vester and Steel corporations, be- 
cause it is not wise to do so during 
the war. Mr. Culbertson, the able 
expert on the Government tariff 
board, has announced that the Sher- 
man law is mischievious in interna- 
tional trade. Mr. Francis Heney, 
than whom in all the country there 
is no more determined and efficient 
enemy of wrong-doing corporations, 
has stated that the Sherman law, the 
so-called anti-trust law, is mischiev- 
ious in.our domestic business and 
should be repealed. In other words, 
under the strain of the war the Sher- 
completely broken. 
down and the Government is not 
merely conniving at, but encourag- 
ing, its violation by many different 
corporations. 

The corporation law, or so-called 
anti-trust law, is just as mischievous 
in peace as in war. It represents an 
effort to meet a gréat evil in the 
wrong way. As long as corporations 
claimed complete immunity from 
Government control, the first neces- 
sity was to establish the right of the 
Government to control them. This 
right and power of the Government 
was established by the Northern Se- 
curities suit, which prevented all the 
railroads of the country from being 
united under one corporation which 
defie@ Government control. The 
suits against the Standard Oil and 
Tobacco Trusts followed. The Su- 
preme Court decreed that the trusts 
had been guilty of grave misconduct 
and should be dissolved, but not a 
particle of good followed their dis- 
solution. 

Favors Government Control. 

It is evident that the Sherman law, 
or so-called anti-trust law, in no way 
meets the evil of the industrial world. 
To try to break up corporations be- 
cause they are big and efficient is 
either ineffective or mischievous. 
What is needed is to exercise Govern- 
ment control over them, so as to en- 
courage their efficiency and  pros- 
perity, but to insure that the effi- 
ciency is used.in the public interest 
and that the prosperity is propgrly 
passed around. 

Merely to repeal the Sherman law, 
without putting a new law in its 
place, would do harm. It should at 
once be amended or superceded by a 
law which would in some shape per- 
mit and require. the issuing of 
licenses by the Federal Government 
to corporations doing an interstate 
or international business. Corpora- 
tions which did not take out such 
licenses or comply with the rules of 
the Government’s administrative 
board would be subject to the Sher- 
man law. The others would be un- 
der Government control and would 
be encouraged to co-operate and in 
every way to become prosperous and 
efficient, the Government guarantee- 
ing by its supervision that the cor- 
porations’ prosperity and efficiency 
were in the public interest.
